REVOLUTIONARY REMINISCENCES. 
Death of General Warttti—Battle of Bunker Bill. 

In my last number, General Warren was 
descrilied entering the pulpit of the old 
South Church through the window by a lad¬ 
der—the stairs to the pulpit being covered 
by armed British officers, who had threaten¬ 
ed his life^if lie again spoke upon the Boston 
massacre. Warren wrote with the fire of 
genius, and the boldness of a hero. This 
last oration was the knell of his own obse¬ 
quies, (pr in a few months,' he was slain, in 
supporting the doctrines he, on the 5th 
Alarch, 1775, promulgated to bis countrymen. 
The “ martyr’s hlood sealed the patriot’s sin¬ 
cerity, and the soil that drank the stream of 
life grows holier with every passing age.’ 

An awful.stillness preceded his exordium. 
Each man in that vast assembly felt the pal¬ 
pitations of bis own heart, and saw the pale 
but determined face of his neighbor. The 
scene was sublime. A patriot, in whom the 
flush of youth and the grace and dignity of 
manhood were combined, stood armed in 
the bouse of God, daring the. oppressors of 
his country, who literally stood with their 
bayonets at his breast. There was in this 
appeal of Warren to Ilia countrymen, of the 
sufferings they were enduring from the Brit¬ 
ish, a holy horror, that must have chilled the 
blood of every sensible fee. 

On the I7th June following, ns soon ns 
Warren (who was not in artiml immediate 
military command, hut President of the Pro¬ 
vincial Congress of Massachusetts, which 
was on that very day in session at Water- 
town, within six miles of the spot where 
Warren fell) heard that General Gage was 
moving to the attack, he left his sent as Pres¬ 
ident, mounted his horse, and, eytirely un¬ 
attended, rode rapidly on to Bunker Hill, up 
to the redoubt. The enemy then wore 
coining up. Col. Prescott had the command, 
and ns ns soon as Warren came up, Prescott 
said, “General, I have worked here all night, 
and am now ready for the enemy. Have you 
come to take the command I” “No, Colonel,” re¬ 
plied Warren’ “ for God’s sake, no. 1 come 
only as a volunteer; all I ask is, let me share 
in (lie glory of (ho day, entirely under your 
orders.” At this moment, oiher divisions 
were coming up of the American troops, over 
ground which iva^raked by the cannon from 
the British ships. The raw troops trembled 
in approaching it, and Warren planted his 
horse iu the most exposed position, coolly 
and calmly holding his fife in his hand, as an 
example of heroic courage, before he knew 
whether his blood was fertilizing the soil of 
liberty or of bondage. 

As before observed, the Provincial Con¬ 
gress were during the whole of the battle, 
in session within six miles of the redoubt — 
yet their records show, that notwithstanding 
their President was slain, the incessant roar 
of ennnon, the awful conflagration of 
Charlestown, the whole town being in flames 
by order of Gage, the dwellings of their 
friends and neighbors, and perhaps some of 
their own members, on fire, yet not a man 
left his seal — mid the journals of their pro¬ 
ceedings on that very day is very lull, and 
marked wiil/perfect’deliberntion'—no allu¬ 
sion is found on their records to the general 
alarm extending thirty miles in every direc¬ 
tion. They even made no mention of the 
death of Warren, till three days after the 
fight, and then only ill connection with nom¬ 
inating bis successor. 

This is accounted for by the policy of the 
times, it being considered unnecessary to 
make any parade for the death of o man 
dying for his country. This Cougres were 
in (act the cominander-in-rbief of the army. 
They gave all military directions, till Wash¬ 
ington reached the camp. What is equally 
singular, the records of the General Con¬ 
gress, at Philadelphia, are not only equally 
free from all boasting on account of the won¬ 
derful victory, but they even omit a fair and 
just account of American bravery. The 
enemy construed this extreme modesty into 
fear.

If one listens hv turns to tbe asseverations 
of the schools, the Botanical, Eclectic, the 
Hydropathic, (we confess to a small hobby 
there) the Homecepathic, Alagnetic, and the 
Allopathic, aud believes in their infallible skill 
aud power, he will lie grateful that sickness 
is coming to bo entirely uuuecessry. With 
such specifics for everything, with such bul¬ 
warks of health served by men that never 
miss in a fair match with disease, sickness 
must soon be regarded as a great weakness, 
and death almost a felony. Indeed, a friend 
even How has a lecture, (or which he asks us 
to secure him au audience, entitled “ Disease 
is riin.” Of course, death is overt transgres¬ 
sion. But to return. 

We have steadfastly adhered to the old- 
school ; probnblv fromour natural!v conserv¬ 
ative bias. New-fangled notions we always 
have had our opinions of. We have stuck 
therefore to the g lod old paths of medicine, 
and refused to remove a landmark — blister, 
janeet, pill, bolus, lotion, potion, all are ob¬ 
jects of respectful reverence. We have grave 
tuoral doubts as to this insidious, myste¬ 
rious, tasteless Hoinecepathv. It seems not 
unlikely to be part of a general tendency to 
effeminacy which is creeping in with wealth 
and refinement. There is a strong aroma of 
indolence about it. It requires no exertion, 
iio self-denial. Taking medicine, once a 
manly ant^ heroic achievement. Las become 
a mere sugar-plum affair. 

ODce doctors sat down around a sick man 
like a fleet of ships about Gibraltar. They 
bombarded a disease, front and rear, with 
balls and boluses ; they pierced it, or sacri¬ 
ficed it, or hung upon its course with cata¬ 
plasm and blister at such a rate, that any 
man with half an eye could see lliat one or 
the otber must give out speedily — the dis¬ 
ease or the patient! But now < ur Homeoe- 
pathic Cesterfiehhregards n disease as u good- 
natured intruder, that can lie winked and 
bowed and smiled out. Diseases arc mere 
callers, ready to stop at the door and leave 
their card, or to sit five minutes aud be off: 

—a very different set from the old surly, ob¬ 
stinate tenants, wlia held our hones and or¬ 
gans upon indefinite leases. A sniff,a pellet 
which it requires an eye of faith to see, a 
mere medical hiut as it were, is enough to 
do what once ounces, pounds and quarts 
could scni eely effect. This is jugglery, we 
fear, or worse. No man on recovery can 
look back with an applauding’conscience 
upon his own sincere endeavors, os once he 
could. To sit up in bed, when from hair to 
heels you are but one prolonged nausea; 
with swimming eye to descry your nurse ap¬ 
proaching with lukewarm senna; to calcu¬ 
late with stomach-heaving ariihmctic how 
many gulps will be required : and then with 
every resource of your being at burning 
martyr-point, to thrust the miinternhle abom¬ 
ination down, and with eyen fiercer fight to 
keep it down — who, ns he fell back on his 
newly heaten-up pillow, has not felt that 
no diseases with one particle of self-respect 
wolild long stand in company with such hid¬ 
eous medicine ? One is proud of his Anglo- 
Saxon capacity; of his sacrifices and suffer¬ 
ings for health; and when health returns lie 
feels (hat lie has earned it, and paid by pain 
and potion, every farthing which the violated 
laws of health exacted. To get well was 
evidence that n man was tnaile of the stern¬ 
est stuff. 

But, hah! Wc are ashamed to think how 
these efl’eniinute doctors, who carry a whole 
apothecary shop in a pocket-book uo bigger 
than your hand, walk in, put three drops of 
something into two half tumblers of water, 
giving you a lenspoouful, utterly tasteless, 
hour by hour; or pul upon your tongue three 
or four white specks of milk-sugar, and that 
he calls medicine! Our Anglo-Saxon fore¬ 
fathers would have scorned to get well upon 
such a dainty practice, and would die like 
men upon substantial medicine rather than 
sneak back to life u|>on such effeminacy. 

To be sure, almost every relative that we 
have, paternal, fraternal, senornl, but »o( tut¬ 
orial, has yielded to the insidious temptation 
and gone into these hye and forbidden paths. 
We feel like jllidiel, faithful among the faith¬ 
less : and we do not mean soon to desert the 
friends that have stood by us in so many 
chills and fevers, so many billions fevers, and 
measles, and chicken-pox and influenzas, 

We are daily exhorted to npostaey. Ex¬ 
ample aud cyclopedias of advices are lavish¬ 
ed upon our obduracy. Our friends are 
against us ; parishioners, not a few are against 
us. Books have been sent us. Oh, the cures 
that have been recounted ! We are tluly im¬ 
pressed from time to time with the fact that 
our departed neighbor would have been alive 
now, if he had taken bis friend’s advice aud 
sent for Homoeopathy, this child iiad gone 
down in the car of Allopathy to death’s door, 
but changing drivers the chariot of Hoinoe- 
pathy brought him back iu a jiffy. This 
friend bad a sick headache, took three pills of 
pulsatitla, and before she could get the bottle 
corked up again she was entirely cured.— 
We are assured that croup is now nothing, if 
you ouly have the right medicine by you.— 
Measles are right down good Iu*, and teeth¬ 
ing and convulsions medical diversions— 
Scarlet fever, that bloody horror of the nur¬ 
sery, the moment he sees Dr. Hahneman, 
“ comes right down.” Indeed, the old red 
draggon is crestfallen, and goes about as dif¬ 
ferent from the scarlet fever of Allopathy, as 
Red Jacket, civilized into drunkenness and 
into a ditch, was from the whileoni savages 
who greeted a midnight village with a war- 
linop, and found their way into it by the light 
of its blazing roof. 

If one dies under this practice we are as¬ 
sured that “all men must die when their time 
comes, in spite of all medicine.” And this 
seems rational. But if it had been Allo¬ 
pathy, they would have taken us by the but¬ 
ton, shook their sad heads, sighed, and ejac¬ 
ulated, “strange!”as if no excuse could be 
given for a man who died in the pale of tbe 
old school. It was evidently suicide. 

Then, too, there is uo harm done, even if 
there is no good, we are told. Pa and ma 
are afraid of strong medicine! But these 
darling little dainties,these pills for faries, you 
may take any number without danger. In¬ 
deed, their power is inversely as their num- 
- her. Three are better than four, two better 
than three, one better than two, and none at 

all better than--bat we will not say that. 

But vie have observed how much more 
medicine is taken by mauy of our kind friends 
than by us. To be sure, a stout blue pill is 
a mountain by the side of their Homcepatbic 
dust. But then we only take such once a 
year. Now medicine so harmless as'tbose 
dear little phials contain is a very tetnpta- 

Does the headache ?—a pill. A stitch in 
the side ?—a pill. Heavy eyelids, with re¬ 
curring symptoms about the same time every 
night?—a pill. Is the nose stuffed?—catarh? 
— nux vomica. Does the nose run like a fu¬ 
gitive slave ? — lachesis. Is it suddenly ar¬ 


rested and shut up ?— aconite. Is one troub¬ 
led in the face? — deliveminB abounds. A 
hard fiico, without feeling?—a liule quick¬ 
silver. Redness iu the face, agitation and 
disposition to crawl ?— bclla-donna. And so 
on. Life with some nervous people becomes 
an interesting game. Their body is like a 
forest, jaius are the wild lieasts, and pellets 
the menus of hunting them, and die patient 
lies in watch for a pain with as much zeal 
as a hunter among the reeds for the descent 
of a flock of ducks. He and she hove got 
something that will do the business. 

In good earnest, we regard medicines with 
little favor. Our first receipt for sickness is 
not to get sick; our second reliance is upon 
a well bred, sensible doctor. IVt select the 
doctor; it is bis business to select the med¬ 
icine, and ive do not care a pin what it is.— 
To those who ask tts, therefore, what school 
we (relieve in, ive reply; we are firmly per- ' 
sanded of Dr. Alitcheli!

The Capture of the tinerricre by 
the Constitution. 

The following account of the capture of 
the British frigate Guerriere by the American 
frigate Constitution, is communicated to us 
by a valued correspondent, who was a pris¬ 
oner on hoard the Guerriere duriug the 
combat. It is a paper which deserves a i 
place among the historical archives of the 
country: 

To the Editors of the Eve. Post. 

Having been an American prisoner on 1 
board the Guerriere, during the famous battle 
between that frigate and the United Slates 
frigate Constitution, I propose giving an ac¬ 
count of that important action, which took 
place, in June, 1819. 

About two weeks previous to the engage¬ 
ment. I left Boston in' on American ship, 
which was captured by the Guerriere some 
five days before she fell iu with tlieConstitu- ; 

It was about ten o’clock in the morning 
when the Constitution was discovered. The 
Guerriere hove to, to enable her to come up. 
As the ,Constitution neared its, Captain Da- 
eres handed me his glass, jnnl asked me 
what I took her to be. My reply was—“ She 
looks like a frigate! ” Very soon she came 
within re«cli of the long guns of the Guer¬ 
riere, which were fired, I ut with no effect, 
as the sea run high. The Constitution made 
no reply but, as I saw. Was imiunuveriug for 
a position—during which Captain Dacressaiil 
to me, “ Do you think she is going to strike 
without firing?” I replied, “I think not 

At this moment, seeing a severe contest 
was about commencing, iu which I could 
take uo part, being only a prisoner, I raised 
my hat to Oapt. Dacres. and said to him — 

“ with your permission, sir, I will go below, 
as I can take no part.” “ O, certainly,” said 
he; “ and you had better go into the cock-pit, 
and should any of our men chance to get 
wounded, I shall (eel obliged if you will as¬ 
sist the surgeons in dressing them.” “Cer¬ 
tainly, sir,” said I, and then descended into 
tho cock-pit. There were the surgeons, and 
the surgeons’ mates, and attendants, sitting 
around a long table, covered with instruments, 
and ull necessaries for dressing the wounded, 
ns still us a funeral. Within oue moment 
after my foot left the lower round of the lad¬ 
der, the Constitution gave that double bread- 
side, threw all iu the cock-pit ever in a heap 
on tlie opposite side of the ship. 

For a mofneut it appeared as if heaven 
and earth hud struck together ; a more ter¬ 
rific shock cannot be imagined. Before those 
iu the eock-pit lmd adjusted themselves, the 
hlood ran down from the deck as freely as 
if a wash-tub (ull bad been turned over, and 
instantly tlie dead, wounded and dying, 
were handed down ns rapidly as men could 
pass them, till the cock-pit was filled, with 
hardly room enough fertile surgeons to work. 
Midshipmen were handed down with one 
leg, same with one arm, and others wounded 
in almost every shape aud condition. An 
officer who was on the table having his arm 
amputated, would sing out to a coturad who 
was coming down wounded — “ Well, ship¬ 
mate, how goes the battle?” another would 
utter a joke that would make even the dying 
smile, aud so constantly and fieely were the 
playful remarks from the maimed and eveu 
the dying, that I almost doubted my own 
senses. Indeed, all this was crowded into a 
space of not overela or 20 minutes, before 
the firing ceased. 1 then went upon deck, 
and what a scene was presented and how 
changed in so short a time. 

The Constitution looked perfectly fresh — 
and even at this time, those oo board the 
Guerriere did not know what people had 
fought them. On the other hand the Guer¬ 
riere was a mere rolling log—almost entirely 
at the mercy of the sea. Her colors all shot 
away, her main-mast and iiiizzen-mast, both 
gone by the board, and her fore-mast standing 
by the mere honeycomb the shot hud made. 
Captain Dacres stood, with his officers, sur¬ 
veying the scene—all in the most (rerfect as¬ 
tonishment. At this moment a boat was 
seen putting off from the hostile ship for the 
Guerriere. As soon as within speaking dis¬ 
tance, a young gentleman, (midshipman 
Reed, aud since Commodore Reed) hailed 
and said—“ I wish to see the commander in 
charge of the ship.” At this, Capt. Dacres 
stepppd forward and answered. Midship¬ 
man Reed then said — “Commodore Hull’s 
compliments and w ishes to know if you have 
struck your flag ? ” At this Capt. Darres 
appeared amazed, but recovering himselfAnd 
looking up and down, he deliberately replied, 
“ Well I don’t kno-v — our mizzen-mast is 
gone, our main-mast is gone —aud upon the 
whole, you may say we have struck our 
flag?” ’ 

“Commodore Hull’s compliments, and 
wishes to know if you need the assistance 
of a surgeon or surgeon’s mate.” Capt. Dacres 
replied: “Well, I should suppose you had on 
board your own ship business enough f r all 
your medical officers.” Midshipman Reed 
replied , ‘ O, no, we have only seven wound¬ 
ed, and they were dressed half an hour ago.” 

Captain Dacres then turned to me, deeply 
affected, and said, “ How have our situations 
been suddenly reversed ? yo u are now free, 
and I a prisioner! ” 

All the boats of both ships were now put 
in requisition to remove the wounded on 
hoard the Constitution—so dreadful was 
condition of many of them, that two a 
were nearly censumed in the removal, a ter 
which the Guerriere was.burned.with all her 
stores, armament, &c., &c. The Constitu¬ 
tion, haviug recently come out of port, had 
no room to take scarcely an article. 

Who can imagine the joy experienced in 
finding myself again under American colors 
—or the pride I felt, at finding, from commo¬ 
dore Hull, down to the most humble man on 


board, an entire absence of everything like 
a boastful, or even a triumphant look at their 
wonderful victory. Captain Dacres kept his 
state room till we arrived in port. About 
two hundred of his men were necessarily 
ironed, as the ship was crowded. Charles 
Morris, the first officer of the Constitution, 
had a I>aII through his laxly, and for several 
days his recovery was doubtful —• during 
which be sent for me to come to his room— 
and I well remember his perfect unconcern 
for hiinsell) although the surgeon had ap¬ 
prised him of Ills danger. Every courtesy 
and kindness was by Captain Hull and his 
officers extruded to their prisoners. 

On Snnday, about noon, the Constitution 
arrived in Boston Imrbor I was sent on shore 
in the larnt. The harbor between the ship 
and wharves was now covered with Ixiats to 
learn the news. To the first boat that we 
neared, we hailed, “The Constitution had 
captured the Guerriere.” Instintly the two 
men in the boat took off their hats and vio¬ 
lently struck them on the side of the l»at, 
mid rising, gave cheer upon cheer. They 
hailed other boats, nud thus the air was rent 
with cheers, and the victory (Kissed along till 
it reached the wharf and then spread like 
wild-fire all over the city nnd country. 

In justice to Captain Dacres, I add, that 
there was none of the lioasting on his part, 
before the action which has to him been at¬ 
tributed, as he did not know the ship, till 
Midshipman Reed announced her name aud 
commander. 


Slavery in California. 

Last week we inserted an important arti¬ 
cle from the Pacific, revealing tlie conspiracy 
of slave holders against the liberties of the 
State. A later number of this same paper 
follows up tbe exposure accompanied with 
manly resistance of the plot. No where else 
can correct information on this important 
subject be obtained, a subject which |>olitical 
gamblers Will keep out of the people’s sight 
if possible, especially since the slavery ques¬ 
tion is now “settled forever.” 

THE PROPOSED CONVENTION. 

Mr. Graham, of Solano, gave notice of a 
bill to provide for an election of numbers to 
a Convention to re-moddle tlie State Consti¬ 
tution. (Legislature, Jan. 21, ’52.) 

Mr. Crnbh, of San Joaquin, introduced a 
bill authorizing persons who have brougnt 
slaves to California lie fore her admission in¬ 
to the Uuion, to take them out of tlie State, 
or otherwise dispose of them. (Legislature, 
Jan. 24.) 

These two measures have a connection.— 

It is much closer than the public are aware 
of. These measures are steps in advance of 
the initiative taken by the late Governor, in 
his recommendation of a convention. The 
ostensible object of that recommendation 
was devising of a remedy for uuequal taxa ¬ 
tion—the real object was to make room for 
new institutions. Revision was prdposed, 
revolution intended. This we have learned, 
as stated two weeks ago, not only from na¬ 
nny whisperings in various quarters, and 
statements made to us by interested parties, 
familiar with tbe movement, but also in oth¬ 
er ways ; and We may infer it, also, from the 
facts of the case. 

The assigned reasons for calling a conven 
lion are unsatisfactory, not to say trivial.— 
Such objects do not call for such measures. 
The means are out of all proportion to the 
end. Such an end cannot justify so impor¬ 
tant a proceeding. Good sense does not al¬ 
low so large an expenditure of force for ac¬ 
complishing so little. It husbands its re¬ 
sources, and wisely adjusts nnd adapts menns 
to end-. It follows, then, that with a good 
share of common sense, the late Governor, 
and his sympathizers would not have pro¬ 
posed so serious a measure as a State Con¬ 
vention for revising the Constitution, in.less 
they had some great and serious change to 
make in the instrument They have such a 
change to propose. It involves the division 
of the State—tbe removal of obstacles, and 
the increase of facilities, for introducing sla-^ 
very into a portion of California. 

If it were anything less, slight amend¬ 
ments would suffice; and slight amendments 
may be made in the Constitution, by its own 
provisions, without tbe calling of a conven¬ 
tion. For tiie purpose proposed, no conven¬ 
tion is needed. It could be easily effected in 
another manner. But for the purpose intend¬ 
ed, a convention is alisolutely required; and 
hence a convention is recommended. It is 
n great movement, and it involves questions 
of the gravest character; and mcmentous in¬ 
terests depend on the issue soon to be made. 

\Ye ask the people to give this matter somo 
earnest attention, and that immediately.— 
Their scrutiny is demanded on the instant.— 
They'necd to be vigilant, on the alert. The 
measure is likely to'he sprung upon them.— 
They may awake to its importance, when it 
is toil laic. They should resist its begin¬ 
nings. They should not allow it to moke 
head. They should refuse the convention. 
They should stand firmly by the Constitu- 
i lion, as it is. 

\Ve regret this movement as now com¬ 
menced. We iiad hoped for time to bring 
i order out of confusion—to settle into Imhits 
i of steady energy — and to place public and 
private affairs upon a solid basis of peace and 
prosperity. But we are disappointed. We 
j are to have no pence. Agitators are among 
us—men who have come hither to agitate— 
not to abolish, but to establish slavery. It is 
not the abolitionists who make these propo- 
| sals,—it is the propagandists. They would 
; drive ns against our preferences ; would in¬ 
novate upon a constitution, which has rarely 
' been surpassed for excellence, and which was 
adopted with great unanimity; aud would 
mar the rising^ harness and g lory o 1 our 
preat Slate aud burry u> in “ . * 

ftn.egje merely to gratify their personal 
wishes aud advance their private ends. 

We fain would have held our peace. \V e 
have desired to labor for other objects. But 
the welfare nnd character of our State are 
dear to us. They shall not be forgotten in 
tlie hour of peril. We want no division.— 
We want uo innovation. We desire no 
change. We would conserve the good we 
have. The proposed convention presents us 
with visions of evil. It swarms with mischief. 
It opens into dark and troubled realms. Set 
your faces against it, men of courage, friends 
of peace, order and sobriety.

SOWING GRASS SEED. 

Farmers, ns well as other people, like to 
make good bargains. Some of the worst 
liargnins they make is with themselves. For 
example—to save twenty-five dollars of seed 
they lose twenty dollars of liny or pasture. 
Bv way of experiment, and to exhibit the 
advantages of n good supply of seed, the 
writer sowed in the Spriug of 1850 a piece 
of ground to grass, at the rate of ope bushel 
of Seed to tlie acre, or half a bushel ofclo- 
ver and the same quantity of timothy. In 
less than two months the field afforded a 
•prodigious amount of pasturage—full twite 
us much through the. season by estimate, as 
ordinary good pastures. The present year, 
ihe grass was allowed to grow for hay, which 
has just been cut and drawn in, (7 mo, 10. 
1851.) and the product was fonud to be three, 
and a half tons per acre. Where can we find

them effect, have been brought to bear. It 
is like a boy who first climbs a hillock, and 
then a tree, and then a cliff. His ardent 
spirit is never satisfied but with new tri¬ 
umphs; The youth climbs the same tree for 
a nest, or a cliff for some cave, or other ob¬ 
ject in view. Maturer age is supposed to 
weigh still more astutely the quid pro quo, 
and the probable return for sacrifice of time, 
money, material and life. It is easy to un¬ 
derstand the spirit of adventure nnd the love 
of enterprise that carries one or more indi¬ 
viduals across pathless forests, or over arid 
deserts, in mountain fastnesses or savage 
lands; but it is difficult to imagine a govern¬ 
ment or a nation seized with the same im¬ 
pulse, or communicating it to the crewk of 
so many doomed ships. It is impossible not 
to feel a service ennobled by first openiug to 
navigation and commerce the great river and 
olden thoroughfares of the earth; penetrat¬ 
ing into unknown lands by the fevered delta 
of unexplored streams, surveying and map¬ 
ping coasts torn and rift into islands like 
those of Southern America, so dangerous to

Flax Cottou has once more made its ap¬ 
pearance. Specimens have been exhibited 
lately in Washington, of a very beautiful 
texture, prepared after the mode recom¬ 
mended by Chevalier Claussen. It is said 
that it can be afforded at six cent a pound. 
Iu eight States the right of using has been 
purchased by various parties, which has 
given great impulse to the growth of flax. 

Mr. Ellsworth, formerly of the Patent Of¬ 
fice in Washington and now n resident of 
the Wabash Valley, of Indiana, has sown 
five hundred acres with flax seed ; and Col. 
Baker, of Illinois, is largely engaged both in 
the cultivation and preparation of the plant. 


Clover Seed .—This month is a suitable time 
for sowing clover seed on fields laid down 
to grass in August or September last. Clo¬ 
ver is apt to be winter-killed, arid most per¬ 
sons leave the seed for spring sowing. It 
may be scattered upon the snow, which af¬ 
fords a good opportunity for ascertaining 
how thick to sow it; or upon the ground, or 
even where the water is standing—there is 
no difficulty iu its coming now. 

Early potatoes .—Prepare potatoes for early 
planting by sprouting them in horse maoure, 
or iu barrels by the kitchen stove. Plant in 
some sunny border or sheltered place, and 
you may have fine potatoes by the 20th of 
June, or earlier if all circumstances are fa¬ 
vorable. 


The Bombay Times notices a paper by 
Dr. lmpey in the ‘ Transactions of the Bom¬ 
bay Medical and Physical.Society,” contain¬ 
ing an nccount of the rise of a malignant 
pustule from contact with the,flesh of a 
dead elephant. It furnishes a curious new 
fact in the natural history of the animal. “It 
is so seldom,” says the Bombay Times, “ that 
tame elephants amongst us die from natural 
causes, or under such circumstances as per¬ 
mit of dissection, that this peculiarity of the 
carcase has not, we believe, till now been 
described, though perfectly well known to 
the natives. A baggage elephant accom¬ 
panying the third troop of horse artilleiy 
having died on the march betwixt Mbow and 
Poona at tlie commencement of tlie hot sea¬ 
son of 1846, the elephant was cutup by some 
of the artillerymen and attendants, under 
the supervision of lmpey, to see if possible, 
to determine the cause of its death. The 
inochte was ordered to work aipongstthe vest, 
hut could uot be induced to touch tlie carcase 
until he had smeared his bands nnd arms 
with oil, assigning as the reason of bis aver¬ 
sion, tlie certainty of disease superveuing, 
nnd its liability periodically to attack those 
who had once suffered from it. This at tlie 
time was heartily ridiculed ; but the laugh 
was on the inochee’s side when every man 
employed in the dissection but himself was 
two days afterwards attacked with acute dis¬ 
ease. The character of this was at first 
purely local: the pain felt like tlrat arising 
from the bite of a venomous insect; it was 
accompanied by a slight local inflammation. 
This soon extended awl became a sore.— 
These deepened to the bone and extended 
on all sides, manifesting a remarkable de¬ 
gree of sluggishness and inactivity. Fever 
accompanied the earlier symptoms, exhibit¬ 
ing a remittaut type, and being most severe 
towards the evening. Alter a fortnight, sec¬ 
ondary fever appeared, and three weeks 
elapsed before the sores could be healed up. 
The patient had by this time become ema¬ 
ciated, sallow, enervated, so that active die¬ 
tetic measures were required to be taken for

scientific design, their symmetrical propor¬ 
tions, and their truly classic beauty. Ideas 
of gloom, sterility and solitude rise in the 
mind when contemplating in imagination the 
site of these ancient rums. But this is an 
illusion that vanishes oil approaching the spot. 
The town of Psestum is situated twenty two 
leagues from Naples,awl the scenery is singu¬ 
larly beautiful. It is built in the midst of a 
fertile plain, surrounded by mountains upon 
which the vines cluster, and the fields ofgraiu 
wave in rich luxuriance. It is bordered on 
the west by the picturesque Gulf of Salerno. 
The cottages of the peasants there exhibit no 
more pictures of misery and destitution than 
those which strike your eye iu many other 
parts of Italy. As the seasons change, how¬ 
ever, from the weeds and briars which cover , 
a part of the soil and from the extensive 
marshes Which surround it, the air is tilled 
with miasma, and the most dangerous fevers 
often prevail. 

From the remains of tlie walls it is easily 
discovered tliat the form of the ancient city 
of Possidonia was an irregular square, and 
tliat it was built on a level surface oi ground. 
The walls but little dilapidated in some pla¬ 
ces, sho w a breadth of six feet, being about 
twenty feet iu height. These were flanked 
with towers, and like many of the Roman 
works, were composed ol great masses of 
stone firmly united without cement. There 
were four gates to the town, placed opposite 
to each other, o»«e of which, built iu the form 
of nu arch, but without ornament aud with 
great simplicity of design, is stiil entire.— | 
There are some traces discovered of the I 
acqueduct which conducted the water from | 
the mountains to the town. As you arrive | 
from Naples you enter the northern gate, ami 
Uic first objects that strike''tlie sight are the 
three great temples, occupying nearly the 
breadth of the town within the walls. Two 
of these have been in modem times, by im¬ 
memorial custom, ilfougli on what precise 
grounds is not known, consecrated to Ceres 
and Neptune. The latter is one of the most 
beautiful, the best preserved and magnificent 
temples of antiquity’. The three steps which 
serve as a base are raised high, and in fine 
proportion. Its peristyle presents six col¬ 
umns in front and fourteen at each side.— 
The columns, like those of the two other 
temples, are very low, their height not ex¬ 
ceeding five times their diameter—■ but the 
distance between the pillars which is not 
greater than their breadth, imparts to them 
the most happy nnd harmonious effect. This 
temple has two porches, one at each front. 

It is strictly of the Greek Doric order. Be¬ 
hind the exterior peristyle is a second en¬ 
closure which forms a nave. This nave is 
peculiar from its being composed of two 
pilasters and two ranges of seven columns, 
and it supports an architrave surrounded by 
a second order of small columns of the same 
kind designed to receive the frame of tlie 
roof of the edifice. The columns are fluted, 
and in conformity with the Doric style of ar¬ 
chitecture, do not rest upon any base. This 
order, the only one found at Ftestuin, is sup¬ 
posed to he the most ancient, and traces of 
its existence have been discovered on the 
Nile, whence the Greeks are thought to have 
derived it. It is fair to infer from these re¬ 
mains that tho temples of Psestnm date at 
the epoch when the Greeks began to perfect 
their architectural designs, and were prepar¬ 
ing (or this lightness, and exquisite taste and 
proportions, which, deviating from the heavy 
Egyptian models, they nfterwards attained. 
This temple has been struck by lightning, 
wliiqh has broken one of the columns of the 
porch. The rest have been so shaken as to 
require strong staples of iron to support and 
strenglhen them. Below the third edifice is 
the south gate, which was decorated with 
pilustres. Here you trace the narrow stream 
called Salso, whose waters, as its name indi¬ 
cates, though clour and rapid, have a brack¬ 
ish taste, from which salt impregnation the 
fruits of this canton, and even the vine itself, 
are not exempt. It is said to posses a petri¬ 
fying quality, but this point has given rise to 
many controversies among travelers. The 
mouth of the river is a third of a leaguo 
from the town, and it is averred, but with 
what truth we know not, that when the sea 
is calm, the remains of the construction of 
an ancient port may he discovered there.— 
The history of this town is wrapped in the 
mistjof ages. It is known, however, that it was 
founded % a Greek colony, and was in inti¬ 
mate alliance with the famous % barites, who 
had attuined great power and splendor ip the 
south of Italy. With their increasing wealth 
and luxury these last had become effeminate, 
and gave a tone, to the maun ere of the rossi- 
doniaiis, ns the inhabitants of 1'testiiin were 
anciently called. In the year of Rome 480, 
Possidonia fell under the power of the Ro¬ 
mans, aud its name was thou changed to that 
of Pmstimi. It does not again appear in his¬ 
tory tiU the reign of Augustus, when the poets 
of that age celebrated it in their songs^ for 
the abundance and beauty of jts roses. The 
Saracens overrun it eight centuries after, but 
the, descendants of .Mohamet abandoned it 
with all the south of Italy. On their depar¬ 
ture they sacked, pillaged and nearly’ des¬ 
troyed the town of Ptestura. Roliert Gtiis- 
car'd in 1080 finished this work of-ttestrue- 
tion by transporting to Salerno a great quan¬ 
tity of columns and ornaments to embellish 
a Christian cjmrch. 

For many centuries these ruins seem to 
have been neglected mid forgotten, when in 
the middle of the 10th century they again at¬ 
tracted the attention of the learned, and the 
admiration of tlie traveller. We have des¬ 
cribed the temple of Neptune. The two 
other temples show only iu their remains 
some colums still standing, but the edifices 
are in a state" of dilapidation. They bear the 
same grand and noble style of architecture, 
the same impress of beauty, and are to be re¬ 
ferred to the same distant period. From 
their remote antiquity, the associations with 
their history, and their classic design, these 
ruins possess the deepest interest There is 
scarcely a spot in Europe where the reflect¬ 
ing traveler would be so ant to pause for a 
i time to contemplate and admire.
